AWARD 

The Government of India, Mnlistry of Labour, 
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New Delhi by its Order No. L-40011|7|95-IR- 
(DU) dated 27|30-11-1995 referred under Sec¬ 
tions 10(1) (d) and 2A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 for adjudication of the industrial dis¬ 
pute mentioned in the Schedule which reads as 
follows :— 

“Whether the action of the management of 
Telecom Distt. Manager Ananthapur is 
justified in terminating the service of Sri 
G. V. Subbaiah w.e.fT 1-7-1986? If not, 
what relief he is entitled to ?” 

This reference has b<*en registered ns Industrial 
Dispute No. 85 of 1995 on the file of this Tribu¬ 
nal. After notice was issued by this Tribunal, to 
both the parties, the workman filed claim state¬ 
ment and the Respondent filed a counter. 

2. The learned Advocate for the Respondent- 
Management requested this Tribunal to decide the 
legality of the reference as a preliminary point, in 
view of the fact that the Supreme Court held that 
the Telecom Department is not an industry w ! thin 
the meaning of Section 2(j) of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act, 1947. 

3. Both the parties are heard on the point. 

4. The point for consideration is whether this 

Tribunal has cot jurisdiction to adjudicate the dis¬ 
pute? " ' W 'J 

5. POINT.—The Petitioner-workman was em¬ 
ployed in the Telecom Department. The Govern¬ 
ment of India made a reference to this Tribunal 
treat’ng the Telecom Department as an industry 
and the Petitioner as a workman coming with : n the 
purview of Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. The 
Supreme Court in Sub-Divisional Inspector of Post, 
Vaikaiu and Others v. Thevvan Joseph etc. (1996 
U.R Page 483). While dec’ding ihc case of Postal 
Department wh'ch is a part of Telecom Depart¬ 
ment held as follows 

“Having regard to the contentions, the ques¬ 
tion wViPthfsr the anrHlant is an 

industry? India as a sovereign socialist, 
secular democratic republic has to estab¬ 
lish an egalitarian social order under 
rule of law. The welfare measures part 
take the character of sovereign func¬ 
tions and the traditional duty to main¬ 
tain law and order is no longer the 
concept of State. Directive principles of 
State policy enjoin on the State diverse 
duties under Part IV of the Constitution 
and the performance of the duties are 
constitutional functions. One of the 
dub/1 is of the State to provide telecom¬ 
munication service to the general pub¬ 
lic and an emenity, and so is one essen¬ 


tial part of the sovereign functions of 
the State as a Welafre State, ft is not, 
therefore, an industry. 

In view of thci specific find ; ngs of the Supreme 
Court, Telecom Department is not ail industry. 
This Tribunal has no jurisdiction to adjudicate 
upon the dispute between the Government Depart¬ 
ment and its employee. 

6. However the learned Advocate for the Peti¬ 
tioner workman raised several contentions. He 
aruged that the Supreme Court did not refer to the 
two leading decisions on the subject viz. Bangalore 
Water Supply & Sewerage Board v. A. Rajappa 
(AIR 1978 S.C., Page 969-1978 (I) LLJ Page 
349 and also Chief Conservative oE Forests v. 
Jagannath Marat' Kondhare and Others (1996 
S.C.C. (L&S) 500) wh'ch dealt with the sovereign 
functions of the State. He also referred to N. Nag- 
endra Rao & Co. v. State of Andhra Pradesh (1994 
6 S.C., Page 205) wherein the sovereign functions 
of the State are set out. He relied upon the deci¬ 
sion in Delh’ Science Forum v. Union of India 
and another (AIR, 1996 S.C., Page 1356) which 
upheld the new Telecom policy of the Government 
by which a part of the industry is entrusted to pri¬ 
vate enterprises. He lastly argued at length and 
referred to several decisons referred to page 477 
of The A.I.R. Manual (Vth Edhion) wherein the 
word “might" used in Section 11 of C.P.C, was 
considered. He] argued that the Supreme Court 
m'ght have or ought to have considered several 
other dec'sions on the subject and they were not 
considered. 

7. This Tribunal as a subordmats to High Court 
and Supreme Court cannot distinguish any deci¬ 
sions given by Supreme Court drectlv on a parti¬ 
cular point by referring to the decisions of the 
Supreme Court or of our High Court on a s'niilar 
point. The Supreme Court held that the Telecom 
Department is not an industry. When once the eni- 
plover is not an industry, there cannot be an in¬ 
dustrial dispute and so this Tribunal cannot enter¬ 
tain the dispute, if any, between the Petitioner and 
the Respondent. I, therefore, hold that this Tribu¬ 
nal has no jurisdiction to entertain this dispute. 

8. In the result, an Award is passed according¬ 
ly.

M\ Saukaravelu 
Chief Cashier of Sivnkasi branch fell sick, the workman had 
to act as Cb ; ef Cashier, and when Sankuravein resumed dutV 
on 1st Mmcb 1985, on verfication of cash, he found n 
shortage of 4 pieces in a section of Rs. 50 currency notes 
(total shortage of Rs, 200). Immediately. Sankarnvelu ro- 
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ported the matter to the Branch Manager, and on the advice 
of the authorities concerned, on 6th June, 1986 a charge-sheet 
fob the 2 instances was issued to the workman. Since his 
explanation was unsatisfactory, a departmental enquiry was 
held and the Enquiry Officer submitted a report hading him 
guilty of the two charges, Based on the findings a show 
cause notice was issued to the workman and he submitted 
his explanation. After considering the representations of the 
workman, the Disciplinary Authority passed orders on 11th 
February, 1987 dismissing the workman from service. In the 
departmental enquiry all the copies of documents were fui- 
nished to the workman and the enquiry was conducted in 
accordance with the principles of natural justice. The non¬ 
examination of Sh, V. Gurusamy in no way affected the 
findings of the Enquiry Officer* Sufficient evidence was let in 
to establish the said charge against the workman. Since the 
conduct of the workman impaired the confidence reposed on 
him by the respondent-bank any punishment except dismissal 
can be awarded in this case. An award may be passed reject¬ 
ing the prayers of the petitioner-union. 

4. Exs. M. 1 to M. 67 have been marked by the respondent- 
management* 

5. The point for consideration is: Whether the action of 
(he management of Central Bank of India, m dismissing 
from their services Sh. D. David w.e.f. 11th February, 1987 
is justified ? Tf not, to what relief the workman concerned 
is entitled and from what date ? 


6. The Point: The workman Shri David at the relevant 
lime was working as a Clerk in the Sivakasi branch of the 
respondent, Central Bank of India. When the workman was 
employed as a Clerk in the respondent-bank, he introduced 
one Gurusamy who obtained a loan of Rs. 4,500 and the 
amount has to bo repaid in 19 instalments. Mr. V, Gurusamy 
has alleged in his pe lit ion Ex. M. 2, that he paid Rs. 200 
each in 8 instalments and when verified a slim of Rs. 700 
has not been paid by the workman towards the loan. The 
workman has admitted in the enquiry that Gurusamy was 
known to him for over 10 years. Due to the close association 
and that since the workman was working in the said branch 
of the bank, Gurusamy handed over the amounts to the work¬ 
man who defalcated to pay a sum of Rs. 700 into the ac¬ 
count of V* Gurusamy. The main objection raised on the 
side of the petitioner-union was that Gurusamy was not 
examined in the enquiry on the side of the management. How* 
ever, the report given by Gurusamy and all other available 
been produced in the enquiry. Unlike a Criminal case, in 
a departmental enquiry any particular witness need not be 
examined provided the document would prove the charge, 
Accordingly when the documents have been marked and they 
revealed the preponderance of probability of the workman 
having received the amount from Gurusamy, and thereafter 
failed to deposit a sum of Rs. 700 the non-examination of 
Gurusamy was not immaterial. The workman has not shown 
any valid reason that the allegations made against him in 
Ex. M.2 were false* On the contrary, he has sent a letter 
Ex. M*4 to the Branch Manager of the respondent-bank seeing 
a week's time to give his reply even thereafter he has not 
sent any reply. The Management sent Ex. M.5 letter re¬ 
minding him of the expiry of the period requested by him 
and to submit his explanation forthwith. The workman sent 
a reply Ex* M.6 stating he had already sent an explanation* 
on 9-9-84. It was brought to the knowledge of the workman 
by the letter Ex* M.7 that 9-9-84 was Sunday, and probably 
he could 5 rot have sent reply on a holiday. The workman 
sent a reply Ex. M.8 saying that instead of 10-9-84 he has 
written as 9-9-84, The workman has not moved hi? little 
finger to show that it was a false complaint and on fho con¬ 
trary he was gaining time by saying various reasons* His 
allegation that he had Sent a reply on 9-9-84 has not been 
proved and the circumstances show that he could not have 
sent any reply as alleged by him* Above all, he has failed 
to produce a copy of the reply if at all he had sent any such 
reply. So, it Is clear that the workman had not shown any 
reasonable explanation for the allega^on levelled asrainst him 
in Ex, M.2. MW1 KrMmamurthy the then Branch Manager 
of Slvakasi and MW2, Mohan have deposed In the departmen¬ 
tal enquirv and documents have been marked through them* 
Tlioir evidence is cocent and convincing and therq Is amffie 
mateHate io prove charge No. 1 against the workihan, The 
non-examination of Gurusamy cannot be taken as a reason 
to disbelieve the various documents and also the evidence

Wnen Tnangavciu went ihexe the workman was 
no L mere and fim wM© miormea him that he hud aireaay 
left for othce* Tnangavciu gave a letier Ex* M.i9 to mat 
ettect to me Branch Manager. Again the Branch Manager 
sent Raiamsamy a Clerk working in the said orauch to me 
resident ot me workmen Shri Uavid regard the shouge of ^ase, 
Atter gomg there, Ralanisamy reported back unuer p\. ivi.ZO' 
saying that workman has expressed ffis mabihiy to come to 
the branch on that day. The said sum ot Rs. 200 was not 
remitted back by the workman as directed by the Branch 
Manager under Ex. M.18 and the Branch Manager once again 
sent another letter by registered post with acknowledgement 
due on 12-3-85 marked as Ex. M.21 charging the workman 
that because of his negligence and dcriliction of lus dudes a 
loss of Rs. 200 has been occurred and he should make good 
the loss and to offer the explanation withm 3 days. On 
19-3*85 he has sent un explanation Ex. M.22 stating that on 
1-3-85 at about 9.30 a,pi. he handed over the charge to tho 
Chief Cashier M, Sajikaravdu and thereafter went to tho 
hospital and though he was not responsible for the said 
shortage, he had paid the sum of Rs. 200 on 19-3-85 as 
per the instructions of the Branch Manager. The statements 
of Mr, Krishnamurthy, Branch Manager, Mr. Sankaravciu, 
Chief Cashier and Sivanesa Selvan, Clerk was recorded by 
one Padmunabhan, Officer, The muster roll for the date 
1-3-85 shows that the workman attended the bank on that 
da c and after handing over the keys to the Chief Cashier 
Sri Sankaravelu, he left the office immediately. The circums¬ 
tances and also the letter correspondence taken place between 
the bank and the workman and also the evidence of staff 
members, working in the said branch show that knowing fully 
well about the shortage of Rs. 200 the workman had left the 
bank all of a sudden. If he had any such illness, he would 
have informed Branch Manager and £Ot his prior permission 
before leaving the bank on 1-3-85. He has aho not s'ated 
about his sudden illness to any of the officials marking in 
the hank and he has left the bank abruptly. The behaviour 
of the workman clearly shows that when Sankaravelu took 
charge, he would count the cash and ffiereafter the fhortago 
would be revealed. Knowmg fully well about this fact, the 
workman had left the bank under the pretext that he had 
developed some illness all of a su<klen on that day, E is 
also to note that in his leave letter dated 1-3-85 marked 
as Ex. M.10 he had not stated his Illness. On the contrary, 
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the reason s.ated theicm was his ^personal work”. On 4*3-85 
he hud sent (meaner leava letter Lx. M.ll seeking one day 
casual leave to auend some domestic work, There aiso he has 
not menuODcu Ins illness. On 5-3-85 he had stated that 
for some mipor.ant woik he required one day casual icave 
It is omy aner 5-.1-85, he had sent Lx, M-J3 tor cancellaiion 
ot me casual leave between 1-3-85 and 5-3-85 and to commute 
the same as Sick Leave till 9-3-83. 3he Branch Manager 
has tound out me contradictory reasons eta.ed by lum in 
bis leave applications and directed him to obtain Medical 
Ccrtincaie trom the District JVJedicul Olllcer. It ig clear 
trom die evidence of Thangavclu, Peon of that bank that 
the worKmyn was not in nis house on 1-3-85 at about 
10.30 a.m. Wien Paianisamy one of the Clerks went to li s 
residence and in formed him of the shortage of Rs, 200 he 
said that he was unable to come to the branch on that day 
he was imwen. However, if he was unwell on 1-3-8,5, he 
could have sfated the said reason in the casual leave appli¬ 
cation Lx. M.lU whereas he had stated that due to some 
important personal work he could not attend office on 1*3-85 
and 2-3-85. Therefore, the reasons stated by the workman' 
for his continuous absence from 1-3-85 was contradictory and 
the same cannot be accepted. The workman never denied 
the shoitagc and he has paid Rs. 200 as directed by the 
Brancn Manager, He has explained it by saying that in order 
to fulfil the diiections of the Branch Manner* he had paid 
the amount and the same should be returned to him after 
enquiry, it is nothing but an explanation in order to show 
that he was innocent, of the charge. 1 he behaviour of the 
workman leaving the bank at about 9.30 a.m. and applying 
for leave since then and extending ibe leave under some 
pretext or other would go to show tin? hollowness in his plea 
of innocence. A perusal oT the findings given by the Enquiry 
Officer would go to show that he has assessed every one 
of the reasons for and against the workman and finally had 
come to the conclusion that the charge has been proved 
against the workman. The findings cannot be called as unsatis¬ 
factory much Jess perverse. 

6. It was argued on the side of the workman that the 
Enquiry Officer took the role of the management represen¬ 
tative in the departmental enquiry and put questions to MW2 
in the rc-examination. The enquiry pioceedings contain the 
questions put by the Enquiry Officer and also the answers 
given by MW2, The Enquiry Officer has got right to clarify 
the doubts arise in the ambiguous statements jjiven by the 
witness. Accordingly, the Enquity Officer has elicited certain 
facts from the mouth of MW2 and the same cannot be 
shown against the Enquiry Officer’s partisan attitude towards 
the workman. From the evidence available on the record, 
it would lead to the irfesistable conclusion that charge No, 2 
has been proved against the workman. 

7. The workman has not challenged the departmental en¬ 
quiry and the findings of the Enquiry Officer and asked for 
preliminary enquiry before this Tribunal. The petitioner j 
union hus argued its case under Section 11-A of the I.D. 
Act, Section 11-A was introduced in the I.D. Act on 15th 
December, 1971, In order to show the position of law be¬ 
fore 15th December, 1971 and the legal positilon as on 15th 
December, 1971 two rulings of the Supreme Court were cited 
before me. In Chartered Bank, Bombay vs. Chartered Bank 
Employees 1 Union & Another (1960 II LLJ p, 222) the 
Supreme Court has held : 

'The form of the order of termination is not conclu¬ 
sive of the true nature of the order, for it is possi¬ 
ble that the form may be merely a camouflage for 
an order of dismissal for misconduct. It is therefore, 
always open to the Tribunal to go behind the form 
and look at the substance; and if it comes to the 
conclusion, for example, that though in form the 
order amounts to termination simpliciter, it in rea¬ 
lity cloaks a dismissal for misconduct, it will be 
open to set it aside as a colourable exercise of the 
power.” 

8. In workmen of Fire Stone Tyre and Rubber Company 
vs. The management of Fire Stone Tyre and Rubber Com¬ 
pany & Others ( 1973 I LLJ F. 278 at Page 294 & 295), the 
Supreme Court has held: 

“To invoke S. 11 A, it is necessary that an industrial 
dispute of the type mentioned therein should have 


been referred to an Industrial Tribunal for adjudi¬ 
cation. In the course of such adjudication, the Tri¬ 
bunal has to be satisfied that the order of discharge 
or dismissal was not justified. If it comes to such 
a conclusion, the Tribunal has to set aside the order 
and direct reinstatement of the workman on such 
terms as it think fit. The Tribunal has also power 
to give any other relief to the workman including 
the imposing of a lesser punishment having due 
regard to the circumstances.” 

The earlier decision in Chartered Bank’s case shows that this 
Tribunal can go beyond the form and look at the substance 
and if it comes to the conclusion that though in form the 
order amounts to termination simpliciter, it in reality cloaks 
a dismissal for the misconduct. It will be open to set it aside 
as a colourable exercise of the power. That was the position 
prior to the introduction of S. 11-A as on I5lh December* 
1971. After the introduction of S. 11A* if the Tribunal N 
satisfied that the order of discharge or dismissal was not 
justified, it can set aside the order and direct the reinstate* 
ment of the workman and the Tribunal has power to give 
any other relief to the workman including imposing of lesser 
punishment having due regard to the circumstances. Theic- 
fo?e, Section 11-A gives powder to the Tribunal to impose 
a just, punishment. When wc consider the facts of the instant 
case in the light of the above ruling, we cannot disagree 
with the finding of the Enquiry Officer, Once this Tribunal 
has come to the conclusion of confirming the view taken by 
the Enquiry Officer, it was argued that the Tribunal has no 
power to interfere with the punishment awarded by the 
Management. However, Section 11-A of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act gives ample power to the Tribunal to give any 
other relief to the workman including imposing of lesser 
punishment having “due regard to the circumstances”. In 
the instant case both the charges framed against the work¬ 
man have been proved. Charge No. 2 which deals with re^ 
moving 4 currency noles of Rs, 50 denomination each is n 
serious one, considering the nature of work of the workman. 
The workman who is working in the bank has removed the 
currency notes kept under his safe custody. There cannot 
be any other serious violation of his official duties than this. 
The employees of the Bank who deal In cash arc real cus¬ 
todians of the public money. If any Bank employee has in¬ 
dulged in the misconduct of removing the currency notes 
kept in the locker no other punishment except dismissal can 
be awarded to such person. Under these circumstances, the 
punishment awarded to the workman by the management is 
just and proper and the same has to be confirmed. 


In the result, an award is passed rejecting the claim of the 
petitioner—No costs.

2. At the outset I must mention it here so far as sche¬ 
dule No, 1 is concerned even though there is mention of 
it in the Statement of claim, in the written statement, the 
issue No. 1 is framed for its adjudication.

It is because on 19th December, 
1991 the Learned Counsel for Party No. 2 tiled a prushis to 
the following effect.

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5. It is averred that one Gosh the Trainee officer issued

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, by 
its order No. 30012/7/92-IR(Misc.), dated 
5-5-1992, had referred to the following Industrial 
dispute for adjudication ? 
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“Whether the action of the management of 
Hindustan Petroleum Corpn, Ltd., Mahul 
refinery, Bombay, in terminating the ser¬ 
vices of Mr. Pratap V'shnu Dhrui and Mr. 
Mahesh Ramchandra Natu, Asstt. Process 
Technicians w.e.L 9*44991 is legal and 
justified? If not, to what relief both the 
workmen are entitled to T* 

2. Natu filed a statement of claim at Ex-2 and 
Dhuri tiled a statement of claim at Exhibt-3. Both 
these workmen joined the H.P.C.L., the management 
in the post of Asstt. Prcess Technicians. They were 
posted at Bombay Refindery. They joined the job 
in skilled category. 

3. Both these workers were given charge-sheet 
dated 10-7-1986. It is contended inter alia that 
when they were on duty for C.B.ES. Joadinv opera¬ 
tions in the OM&S area on 10-3-1986 in 8th—4th 
shifts. On this shift tank truck No. MCU 1913 was 
loaded w'th CBFS. As per the recording made in 
the weighment sip by him the quantity loaded was 
10.250 kgs. It is further averred that subsequently 
police authorities have informed that the tank truck 
was loaded with substantial amount of excess CBFS. 
Upon cherking the record t is confirmed that entries 
endorsed by the worker the wage si p indicated the 
aforesaid quantity of 10.250 kgs. The billing to the 
customer was also made based on this quantity. It 
is further alleged that loading of the excess C.B.F.S. 
as staged above has resulted in loss to corporation 
and is' indicative of serious misconduct on the part 
of the workers. The worker pleaded that they were 
charged under the standing order No. 28(IX) fraud 
and dishonestly in connection with the company’s 
business and 28 (XVTT); wilful falsification of the 
record of the company. Boffi these workers plead¬ 
ed that Shri D. S. Mathur, Dy. General Manager 
Refinery was appointed as nn inquiry Officer. Tt is 
submitted that cventhough the.se workmen were 
given cl fferent chargeshcet they conducted a com¬ 
mon uicurty which is against the Principles of Natu¬ 
ral Justice. It is averred that standing orders whch 
are applicable to the workmen of the Corporation do 
not contemplate nor has it been ordered by the 
discpbnarv authority to hold a combined inquiry 
agamst both the employees. 

4. The workman averred that they had not rais¬ 
ed any objection for o common inquiry. That does 
not mean diat they confirmed jurisdiction on the 
inquiry officer when he had no newer whatsoever 
to order a joint inquiry. It is submitted that the 
defence toun^l in wrif+en sfa^ement had raised 
obiccFon to that effect but it Was not considered, 
Tt is pleaded that the evidence which has been taken 
on the record is clearly not only contrary to the law 
of evidence but also is completely jmpragnant dis¬ 
charge of the rules of natural justice. It is submit¬ 
ted that the documents on wh’cb the management 
relied were not supplied to the workman. It is ever- 
red that the confessional statement of the witnesses 
of wh ? ch the management relied were not made 
available for emss-rxarnmation. Unfit r sr^h Hr, 
cumstance* the mnmrv officer shou T d not have relied 
Upon it, Tt is submitted that a criminal case which 
was filed against the workers alongwith other emp¬ 


loyees were beard by Metropol tan Magistrate. Bom¬ 
bay. These workmen were discharged in the said 
proceeding. Under such circumstances the inquiry 
officer should not have found him uuilty* In fact 
the enquiry should have been dropped. For all these 
reasons it is submitted that the inquiry which \vas 
held against these wrkomen was against the princi¬ 
ples of Natural Justice. 

5. It is pleaded that even assuming without ad- 
milt ng that the evidence which was lead before the 
inquiry officer is not at all sufficient to prove the 
charges which were levelled against the worker. 
Thus the findings of the inquiry officer are not based 
on the ev’dence before me. It is pleaded that ever* 
if it is said that the charges are proved the punish¬ 
ment which is awarded is disproportionate to tho 
charges proved. For all these reasons it is prayed 
that the ounishment which is awarded against the 
workman may be qaushed and the management may 
be d retted to reinstate the workman with full back 
wages and other reliefs. 

6. The management resisted the claim of Nathu 
by the Wi tten Statement Exhibit-4, and that of 
Dhuri by Written Sstatemen^ Exhibit-5. They 
pleaded that the domestic inquiry which was held 
against the workman was as per the princ ples of 
Natural Justice. It is submitted that both the work¬ 
men specifically agreed to have a joint inquiry and 
were represented by a common defence representa¬ 
tive. It s therefore there js' no substance in the 
allegation of the workman that one inquiry cannot 
be held for two separate charges against these wor¬ 
kers. It is submitted that the witnesses were duley 
examined and they were thoroughly cross-examined 
by the representative of the workmen 
were supplied with copies of aff necessary 
documents. It is averred that the inquiry 
officer had given his report which is well reasoned 
and logical.

2 . For the adjudication of the aforesaid two refe¬ 
rences on agreement of both the parties an order was 
passed by order No. 18 dt. 2-3-96 in Ref. No. 134|93 
that as both the cases are based on common question 
of law and facts to avoid repeatation in all the matters 
the cases are to be heard analogously and according 
to this Award will govern both the references as the 
case Were heard analogously and an Award resulting 
to that is also passed which will govern the adjudi¬ 
cation of both the references, 

3. In both the cases the case of the workmen in 
short Is that they have bee a workmg in the concerned 
management collieries under Mis. B C.C.L. is re¬ 
gular manner. They used to perform the lob which 
is of permanent and perennial nature. The further 
case of the workmen is that they used to perform 
sfonfe cutting, coal catting, transnortfm of machines 
materials and also fry Tike, packing besides other 
mtsc. ioh in underground as writ as on surface, as 
and when reemired by the management. 

4. The further case of the workmen in both the 
cases is that thev have been working under the direct 
control and supervision of the officials of the manage¬ 
ment such as Mnnao'er. As«tt. Manager. Overman. Mi¬ 
nin" Sirdar. Enoinecr. Foreman and other sunend'otv 
staff of the colliery and also they were molded with 
the cauiDments and tolls for their work by the mana¬ 
gement wh : ch were needed for dninrr top said iobs- 
Their attendance were also recorded in the Fomi C 
register which is a statutory register. In case No. 
134193 it is the further case of the workman that 
there was a Samitv under the banner of Bhartiya 
Mazdoor Shramik Sahvo<r Sanuttee and practically in 
a camouflage the management used to emnlov the 
concerned workmen through the said coonerative to 
avoind and to defeat the claim of the workmen m 
future though actually thev have been working under 
d'rect control of the management and they have com¬ 
pleted more than 190 days in their work in each 
calendar year starting from 1989, 

5. In case of 135>93 the concerned workmen have 
also been working though Mazdoor Vikash Shaonik 
Sahyog Samittee Ltd. which was also a camouflage 
in order to defe&ct the claim of the concerned work¬ 
men in future. 

6 . Inspite of their long and continuous work in the 
job of permanent and perennial nature their demand 
for regularisation was not accepted by the manage¬ 
ment of BCCL and from that refusal they raised the 
dispute and as a result this reference has been made 

7. It is further sated that the demands of the 
concerned workmen are iustified and supported bv the 
different registers maintained in the company and they 
have been refused uniustifiedlv and they claim foe 
regularisation on the roll of Balihari Colliery of M|$. 
B.C.C.L. as sated in the reference and the names of 
the concerned workmen are enclosed and sated with 
the reference and also those are stated in this way in 
respect of two reference. 
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8 . The ca.sc of the management is that there is no 
relationship of employer and employee between the 
management and the concerned workmen. They 
have been working under the control of res¬ 
pective cooperative society though their work 
was supervised by the management person only 
for the purpose of safety and payment to as- 
sees the quantum of work. Thereby in no 
way they can be considered to be the workman under 
the managemnt but they are the contractors men and 
simply for completing 190 days or 240 days atten¬ 
dance in their work as stated do not entitle them for 
regularisation as claimed. 

9. Tt is stated further that the said demand is base- 
less, unjustified and unconstitutional and if it fs ac¬ 
cepted by the management that wilt deprive the young 
citizen to get thejr job specially in the country where 
the employment is u burning question and that has 
been decided in several decisions pronnounced by the 
Hon 1 blc Supreme Court as well as different Hon’ble 
High Courts with reference to Article 14 and 16 of 
the Constitution of India and hereby it is stated that 
in no way they cap be considered to be the men of 
the management but they arc only the workers under 
the control of the respective cooperative societies. 

10- The further case of the management is that 
they never performed the job continuously nor their 
job was of perennial nature* So their claim is not 
justified nor they are entitled to get relief of regu¬ 
larisation and other consequential benefits as prayed 
for. 

IT In both the cases it is accepted position rather 
not disputed by the management that the concerned 
persons claiming to be the workmen have been work¬ 
ing in die management colliery since 1989. It ils also 
not disputed that mey were supplied with the materials 
and equipment for their work in the underground as 
well as on surface. It is also accepted by all concern 
that the- job which was performed by them was of 
prohibited category and permanent and perennial 
nature of job so far the job description of the NCWA 
is concerned, 

12, The question which I am to decide fl ) whether 
they are the employees of the managment of BCCL, 
<2) whether they perform the job of permanent and 
perennial in nature and in continuous manner 
reaching the test for regularisatino, (3) whether this 
Court has jurisdiction to decide that question under 
Section 10 of the ID, aid (4) whether the workmen 
are entitled to get the relief of regularisation and 
other reliefs us prayed for. 

13. Already 1 have pointed out that it is not dis¬ 
puted that the workmen of both the cases have been 
performing their work since 1939 under two co-opera¬ 
tive societies namely Bhartiya Ma/.door Shramik 
Sahyog Samittee and Mazdoor Vikash Sharmik 
Sahyog Samittee as because there are documents on 
the record that they perform the job in the concerned 
collieries as claimed and the materials were supplied 
by the management collieries under whichever condi¬ 
tion and circumstances it may be. It is also not dis¬ 
puted that their work was supervised as it appears 


from the evidence which Is discussed below for asses¬ 
sing their work and payment, 

14. It has been argued by the management that 
they have been working under the said cooperative 
and the cheques of wages were prepared in the name 
of the Samfty and the Secretary of the Samity used to 
encash the cheque and the amount was distributed 
amongst the workers as per quantum of work done. 

It is argued by the learned Advocate for the manage¬ 
ment that from the witnesses of the management it 
would go to show that the work order used to be 
issued to the Samittees and the concerned persons 
us£d to perform the said work as per work order as 
allotted by the Samitecs though it was checked by 
the officers of the company so that no casuality 
could be caused due to the act of the contractors men 
and in this context the provision of the Mitres Act, 
1952 having the power of the Owner, Agent have 
been referred to and in this promises it was argued 
that a test is needed whethter there is a relaionship 
of master and servant between the management and 
the concerned workmen to consider their regular de¬ 
mand for regularisation and in this context my atten¬ 
tion ha& been drawn to the case law reported ii AIR. 

1981 JK page 60 (Union of India-vrv Abdul Rahman 
and anoher case reported Li 1955 (I)-LLJ-688 
(Shtvanand Sharma-vcrsus-Pimjab National Bank). 

15* My attention was drawn to another case re¬ 
ported JM Zakir Hussain-vcrsus-Engineer in Chief re¬ 
ported in 1993 Lab. LC, 835 and argued that the 
conractors men arc to be according! to the minimum 
wages Act and otherwise it would be an offence 
under the Contract Labour (Regulation and Aboli- 
ton) Act, 1970. 

16. It was aLo argued for if the contractors persons 
be regularised in this manner that will be. against the 
Constitution of India depriving many young citizens 
to get the job violating, the Employment Exchange 
Act In this context the case laws reported in 1992 
Lab I.C. page 854, 1992 (2) LXT Page 782, 1992 
(H) LLJ page 841 1992 Lab LC, page 752 were re¬ 
ferred to. Also my attention was drawn to the case 
law reported in 1990 Lab. l'.C. page 602 ancl axgtted 
that in view of the decisions and finding of Their 
Lordships in an industry of Govt, undertaking like 
BCCL if the contracors men arc being regularised in 
this manner only for fulfihng 190 days or 240 days 
that would be against the" Constitution and that 
should not be encouraged by any Court of law. 

17. In this context the representative of the Union 
argued that from the evidence of MW-1 and MW-2 it 
would go to ffiow that the management people used 
to assess whether and hov, and what quantum of work 
was done and the payment was made by the manage¬ 
ment and Ext. W-9 has also been admitted by MW-2 
which discloses the. number of days work by the con¬ 
cerned workmen and it is also admitted that super¬ 
vision of the work ivas also done by the management 
people as it is required under the Mines Act 1952- 
So my attention was drawn to a leading case of 
Hussainbhai repotted in LLJ 1973 (If) SC III 973 
which runs, as follows ; 
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‘The true test may be indicated once again, 
where a worker or group of workers labours 
to produce goods or services and these 
goods or services are for the business of an¬ 
other, that other is, in fact, the employer. He 
has economic control over the workers’ sub¬

lifting the veil or looking at the conspectus 
of factors governing employment, we dis¬ 
cover the naked truth, though draped in 
different paper arraaagemeut, that the real 
employer is the management, not the imme¬ 
diate contractor. Myriad devices, half-hid¬ 
den in fold after fold of legal form depending 
on the degree of concealment needcu, type 
of industry the local conditions and the 
like may be resorted to when labour legis¬ 
lation casts welfares obligations on the real 
employer, based on Arts. 38, 39, 42, 43 
and 43A of the Constitution, The Court 
must be astute to avoid the mischief and 
achieve the purpose of the law and not be 
misled by the may of legal appearances”, 
and also my attention was drawn to the latest case of 
Gujarat Elecricity Board Thermal Power Station- 
versus-Hind Mazdoor Sabha reported in 1995 Lab 
l.C page 2807 whcic the scope and nature of Section 
10 of l.D. Act with reference to Contract Labour 
(Regulation and Abolition) Act, 1970 have been (Con¬ 
sidered and also in this case what will be the position 
of the workmen working under the contractor has 
also been discussed and decided, 

18. Their Lordships iu the said case law have 
clearly stated that the main question which is to be 
considered by the Tribunal whether the existence of 
the contractor is a camoufiage and sham in order to 
defeat the right #f the workmen* ll is also decided 
that in that case the Tribunal has the power to decide 
the dispute under Section 10. Their Lordships have 
also given guideline^ with observation that in a pro¬ 
hibited category ol job no workman can be appointed 
through contractor and that is against Jaw and if the 
Tribunal is of the opinion that the existence of the 
contractor or contract is sham or bogus or camou¬ 
flage to conceal the truth then the said contractor 
would be considered as merely intermediaries, and the 
real employer would be the management for whom 
the workmen have worked. 

19. In another case law reported in 191)5 Lab LC. 
2064 (Parimal Chandra Raha & others—versus-Life 
Insurance Corporation of Lidia), Hun’ble Supreme 
Court has held that engagement of the- Canteen wor¬ 
kers through canteen committee or ohe employees of 
the cooperative society or contractors may not lead to 
the conclusion that the said committee or cooperative 
society are independent contractors, 

20 . On the other hand it would be considered 
that they are nothing but intermediaries and the 
workers employed in the Canteen .urc the. workers of 


Life Insurance Corporation of India and thei e is re¬ 
lationship of master aid servant between them and 
the management should be considered as principal 
employer. 

21 . Therefore, following the said principles as 
stated by both the parties and considering the mate- 
rials o.i record as discussed above J have no hesita¬ 
tion to hold that the e>: Hence of the samitees arc 
nothing but camouflage. Rather they arc inteiTiiidju¬ 
ries and the workmen involved in these two referen¬ 
ces are the direct employees of the company i.e. M/s. 
B.C.C.L. 

22 . The question whether the permanent nature of 
work requires that he should- have worked throughout 
the year for getting the order of regularisation- But 
Their Lordships have decided that permanent work¬ 
men did not require and such workmen should be 
employed throughout the year if the work in which 
he was anguged was of permanent nature. 

23. It is needless to say that ihc job performed by 
thin is 1 admittedly permanent and perennial nature and 
thereby irrespective of their continuance in job they 
should be considered to be the workmen according 
to the defnilion of the workman even under the 
1. D. Act and this gives the jurisdiction of this Tri¬ 
bunal to decide the question under Section 10 with 
reference to Section 25F of the II). Act. 

24. Therefore, in sum rung up the aforesaid dis¬ 
cussions 1 have no hesitation to hold that the con¬ 
cerned Workmen of both refeivnees are the workmen 
of the management of B.C.C.L,. as they have per¬ 
formed ihc job in permanent and perennial in nature 
beyond the statutory period as required and in view 
of the present trend of the decisions they should be 
considered as the workers of the management and not 
of the contractor and this Court has jurisdiction to 
decide that question and they should be regularised 
in the manner as stated below a* they have performed 
the job of permanent and perennial nature in the 
manner as discussed above. 

25. As they were not under the employment of the 
management in regular manner but they have acquired 
right to be regularised in view of the law and trend 
of the decision of the Apex Court and I am not in¬ 
clined to give them any other relief except the relief 
of regularisation in Cat. 1 in the manner as stated 
below, 

26. Hence it is ordered that the demand of the 
sponsoring union namely Bihar Mines Lai Jhunda 
Mazdoor Union for employment of the persons of 
both the references as mentioned above on 
the roll of Balihari Colliery of M/s. B.C.C.L. 
is justified and the management is directed to regu¬ 
larise within 6 months phasevvise in Cat. I with usual 
scale and benefits. In the men mime they are to 
employ as and when required on payment of wages 
at the rate of Cat. L The management is also directed 
to implementation of the award as pointed out 
within 2 months from the date of publication of the 
Award. No cost is avrtrded to any of the parties. 
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This is my Award which governs both the Ref. Case 
No. 134/93 and 135/93.

By Order No. L-20012/218/91 -I.R. (Could) dated, l mE, 
the Central Government, in the Ministry of Labour has, in 
exercise ot the powers conferred by clause (dj of sub-section 
(1 ) and sub-seccion (2-AJ of Section 3 0 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947, referred the following dispute for ad¬ 
judication to this Tribunal ; 

‘‘Whether the action ot the Management of Godhar 
‘Colliery in not accepting the application of Smt. 
So nm at hi K am in tor employment of her dependeiu 
son Shri Kukhan Nonia is justified 7 if not, to 
what relief the workman is entitled V* 

2. it has been slated by the concerned workman in his 
written stulemetit thut she whs a permanent workman of 
Godhar Colliery and she liled a petition before the manage¬ 
ment on 27-7-85 lor her retirement under Voluntary Retire¬ 
ment Scheme for female workers with q. request to give em¬ 
ployment lo her son, Joikhan Noma and at that time she 
was about 55 years of age. It is said Lhar thg application was 
complete in all respect alungwith certificates of Mukhjjyfc 
and B.D.O. But it was delayed in the Area Office of tm 
colliery and thereafter it was relumed saying that it was 
incomplete having no signature of the B.D.O. and Mukhiya 
on the photograph. She again submitted paper which was 
complete in all respect and the matter was referred on 
13/17-10-89 lo the General Manager from the Colliery. 
But her application was rejected by the Headquarters of 
M/s. B.C.C. Ltd. and it is said thai the action of the manage¬ 
ment in not allowing V.R.S. to the concerned workman was 
not justified. Hence, it is prayed that an award be passed 
in her favour. 

3. The management appeared and filed written statement 
slating, inter-alia, that the reference was not maintainable 
and th concerned workman superannuated after completion of 
60 years of age and if a workman applies fo r prematured 
jetirement the management may permit him to do so on some 
justifiable ground. But he is governed by service condition 
to work till completion of 60 years of age and he could not 
demand as it right to superannuate prcmaiurely, It is also 
said that the concerned lady workman joined on 17-10-1971 
and her date of birth was 16-7-1930 and ufier completion of 
60 years of age she was superannuated and got all benefits 
Tor serving k> the managemvni anj she has no claim of any 
kind from the management, 

4. It is said that she filed a petition for V.R.S. on 
27-7-85 when she completed 55 yeats of ago and she ww 
running 10th day of 56 years, She proposed to give employ¬ 
ment to dependent son. Lakh an Nonia. But to safeguard 
Hny false claim the application was returned to produce certi¬ 
ficate genuinety from the B.D.O. and Mukhiya to the effect 
that Lakhan Nonia liter son and photograph should also be 
verified by B.D.O. but it is said that she did not pioducc any 
genuinely certificate and attested photograph and the local 
management was noi interested in her prematured retirement 
and thereafter the petition was returned as being not 
complete. Tt is also said that the workman re-submitted 
the application on 16-6-88 but the photograph being without 
certificate of genuinety and by that lime she crossed 58 years 
of age and her case was not liable to be considered due to 
laps© of time and she was informed accordingly and she 
accepted the decision of the management and completed her 
service upto 60 years of age and derived -nil "Tlief benefits, II 
is also said that this V.R.S, was temporary measure and 
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subsequently this scheme his been discontinued mid the 
concerned workman has no right to set her son, 1 a khan 
Nonm employed ns her dependent soil. 

5. Rejoinder to the point taken by the workman in her 
written statement has also been givgn and ail the point* 
have beep specifically denied a» being incorrect or not being 
fully correct- It is finally said 1 that the concerned workman 
was not entitled for any relief or reliefs as claimed. 

6. I further find that a rejoinder has been filed by (he 
workman denying the contentious of the management as 
given in the written statement and the same is said to be 
contusion and misleading. It is also mid that earlier she 
had fmbmitted application when she completed 55 years 
of age and it is also denied that on 16-6-88 when she re- 
submitted her application paper filled up she had crossed 
58 years of age and that she was intimated by the decision 
of the management on 20-9-89 when, she was on the verge of 
superannuation. 

7. The point for consideration in this reference is as to 
whether or not—(a) As to whether or not the action of 
the management in not giving employment to the dependent 
son of the concerned workman was justified: fb> If not. 
to what relief or reliefs the workman was entitled ?” 

8. Both the points are taken together for consideration 
as these are inter-finked. 


benefit of the Scheme well within time and her application 
was filled up properly and it was complete in all respect 
but it was suppressed by the local Area Management and 
later it was returned with objection to get certificate from 
B,D.O. and Mukliiya and attested photograph. She again 
ro-suhmilted application properly filled up within- time he, 
prior to 58 years of age but it was not considered by the 
management and was rejected arbitrarily and as such the 
action of the management was folly uniustificd and the work¬ 
man is entitled for getting relief in the form of employment 
of her dependent sort under V,R.S. 

13. However, it has been submitted on behalf of the 
management that earlier when the application was subm’tted 
by the concerned workman she had already crossed 55 years 
of age and it was incomplete ®o It Was returned to her to 
complete the defect and to get certificate from B.D.O. 
and Mukhiva about genuineness and identification of _ the 
claimant being filer dependent son, but she again submitted 
application without verification and certificate on the photo¬ 
graph’ attached to the application and bv the time it was 
submitted she had crossed 53 years of age and accordingly 
it was not considered and it wus communicated to the 
concerned workman and she d J d not raise any objection 
at that time and worked till 60 years of age when ^he 
superannuated. Getting of benefit of service and retire¬ 
ment benefit as such claim made by th*> workman 's based 
on wrong presumption and the action of the management 
is quite justified in the facts and circumstances of the case. 


9. In support of her case the concerned workman has 
examined herself as WW-1 and fried to support her case. 

In her exami n at ion-im chief she has further stated that in 
1985 she was told by the management that the dependent 
of lady workman would be given employment in case of 
prematured retirement is taken wfihin 55 venrs of ace and 
accordingly she filed petition properly filled bm it was delayed 
in the local office of the management and later she re¬ 
submitted application hut that was rejected by the man^ce¬ 
ment without anv sufficient ground- In cro^-examlnation 
she has stated that sho has superannuated after 60 years 
of age but has said that she has not jcccived rratinly till 
date. However, she has not filed arv cn c e for recovery 
of money. She has denied the suggestion that she did no^ 
file net it ion within fh*» time with properly filled on and 
required document*. She also has denied that her claim was 
not correct. 

10. MW-I VanI Bbusan Umdhvn h'»-* been examined on 
behalf of the management who v.-rts Personnel Officer of 
Godhar GoIJierv from 7-11-87 to J-7-89. Tic has mowed 
two circulars relating to Voluntary Retirement Scheme which 
have been marked Ext. MT and M-f/1, He has admitted 
that the concerned workman had applied under, the scheme 
but her application was incomplete and was returned <o 
remove the defect and she was working meanwhile and she 
superannuated on completion of 60 years of age. As such 
Her claim for employment of the dependent v r ns 'unjustified. 
He has further stated that she had filed application on 
27-7-85 ond when it was considered he could not say as 
he ioinccl later on, The application was returned to fht* 
workman in the year 1988, but be denied thru the workman 
resubmitted the application within month with full details. 
He has proved photocopy of letter issued by Sri S. P. Singli 
'he then Personnel Manager of Knwmdn Area marked Fxt. 
W-l. He has admitted that on rc-submission of application 
by the workman which was duly filled up it was refected 
by the Area/Headquarter Office became by the time she 
had crossed the age of taking benefit under V.R,S. He has 
denied fbc suggestion that when she re—■nibmhted the appli¬ 
cation she had not crossed the age limit for V.R.S, 

11. As noted earlier Ext. W-l photocopy of letter sent 
hv the Personnel Manager, Kusundfa Area to the General 
Manager and copy of Office Order dated 12-4-89 and 19-5-85 
have been proved by the management marked Ext. MM and 
M-l/1 resncctivclv and by Ext. M-l the ace of the female 
workman for getting benefit under V.R.S was raised to 58 
vears and as per Ext. M-Jjl earlier this? age was below 
56 years for female employee. There h no other ooctimcnf 
on behalf of the parties. 

12. It has been argued by the sponsoring union that the 
concerned workman had submitted application for getting 


14. In support of this contention my attention has been 
drawn to the authority reported in AIR 1987 S,C. 1015 
(Yodender Prasad Singh V*L Union of Indlal where it has 
been held by their Lordships that in case of recruitment 
of Constable and rule granting preference in favour of 
sons and near relatives serving in the police service is 
unconstitutional and violative to Article 16, It has also 
been held that "any preference shown in the matter of 
public employment on the ground of decent only has to be 
declared as unconstitutional * Photocopy of judgement 
in C.W.J.C No. 2211|88(R) and CAV.J.C. No. 11671920*1 
has also been filed where It has been held bv the HonTfie 
Justices of High Court of Patna, Ranchi Bench that the 
concerned workman did not have any legal right to get 
his ward appointed on attaining the age of his superannua¬ 
tion and the reference made by the Central Government 
must also be held to be bad in law.” Similarly ft has 
also been held that—"Aforesaid clause in live agreement 
is invalid by reason of its breaching the principles 
enshlrmed in Article 16 of the Constitution. It would 
simply amount to an employee nominating one of big family 
members for employent in his place.” 

15. Perused the above-noted law and authorities. It has 
also been submitted and mentioned in the written statement 
of the management that Voluntary Retirement Schema was 
a temporary measure and it has since been discontinued 
and on superannuation of the concerned workman after 
complet ? on of 60 years of age she Was not entitled at all 
for having any claim for emnlovment of her son in 
her place which is violative of Article 16 of the Constitu¬ 
tion. It has also been submitted that above-noted authori¬ 
ties fully tallv with the present case as the principle en¬ 
unciated in the above noted authorities are similar to the 
case of the present workman. It is further pointed out 
(hat had the concerned workman submitted tbc applica¬ 
tion for getting benefit under V.R.S. within the rime 
properly filled up with verification and attested photo¬ 
graph of her dependent son by the B.D.O. and Mtrkhiya 
showing genuineness of the candidate as being her depen¬ 
dent son, it would have been consdered bv the manage¬ 
ment in view of Exts.

2. Hearing of all the three above-noted references have 
been taken together as the management is the same South 
Balihari Colliery under M/s.. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd, and 
demand of the workmen is the same as for regularisation of 
their services. 

3 . In Reference No. 114 of 1990 there are in all 
26 workmen (as per Annexurc enclosed)who have claimed 
regularisation of their services. Similarly in Reference No. 
139 of 1990 only one workman, Gopal Sharan Sharma has 
demanded regularisation of service and in Reference No. 30 
of 1991 Sitaram Yadav No. II has claimed regularisation of 
service. 

4. Their case, in short, is that they were employed by 
the Contractor, Cem India Ltd., as Sinkers for principal 
employer South Balihari Colliery under Mis. B.C.C. Ltd. 
and they were engaged for doing sinking work which Is 
connected with production of coal in the Colliery which 
is a permanent nature of job. They were also doiDg some 
job of stone cutter which are permanent in nature. It is 
also said that they were working under principal employer 
of South Balihari Colliery regularly but they were arbi* 
tarily employed through the contractor, Cem India Ltd. 
which are simply camouflage and they were stopped from 
work in May, 1987 by way of their retrenchment. It is also 
said that they were regularly in employment of the said 
contractor from October, 1982 to May, 1987 and retrenchment 
was illegal and stoppage of work was also discriminatory. 

5. They have claimed equal pay for equal work and 
they have been denied regularisation after retrenchment bv 
the contractor. It is also said that similar nature of 
case In Reference No. 51 of 1978 the then Presiding 
Officer, Justice 0. K- Ray has passed an award in favour 


of the concerned workman who were working under contractor 
and the case of these workmen is of similar nature and 
they are entitled for regularisation of their service.

The case of the workmen in Reference No. 30 of 1991 
and Reference No. 139 of 1990 in respect of Sitaram Yadav 
and Gopal Sharan Sharma respectively is similar in nature 
and same point has been taken in their respective written 
statement, 

7. I find that the management had appeared and filed 
written statemenfr-cunweioinder stating, inter-alia, that the 
reference were not maintainable and dcniand of the work¬ 
men after their retrenchment by the concerned contractor, 
Cem India Ltd. was without any basis and their claim for 
rgularisation against non-existence job. It is also stated 
that ^ sinking work is not regular nature of job and it is 
required after very long gap in the life of a coal mine. It 
is also stated that work of the concerned workmen was super¬ 
vised by the Mining Engineer appointed by the Contractor, 
Cem India Ltd, and the concerned workmen were engaged 
for temporary nature of job of loading and unloading of 
stone, earth materials etc. and their, sectioin and appoint¬ 
ment was made by the Contractor and after completion of 
work the contractor paid them retirement benefit and their 
wages were also paid by the said contractor and the manage¬ 
ment hag nothing to do with the same. It is further said 
that the concerned workmen were recruited by the contractor 
company and were paid their wages, bonus, gratuity and 
Retirement benefits by the contractor company and they 
were also allotted works and duties by the officers and 
staff of the contractor company. Therefore if any claim is 
made at all of the concerned workmen is due it is qgainst 
the contractor company, Cem India Ltd. and not with the 
present management. It is also said that the job of shaft 
sinking is not available in the Cofiicry nor it is expected 
to be available in the next 20 years and it is finally said, 
that the demand of the workmen was not justified and they 
are not entitled for any relief, 

8 . By way of rejoinder to the written statement of the 
workmen the same has been denied specifically parnwise 
said to be not fully correct and against the facts of the 
case. Statements made in para 5, 8 and 9 to ,11 of tho 
written statement are $a‘d to be incorrect. 

9. I further find that a rejoinder has again filed by 
the workmen denying the contention of the employer- 
management and the statements of tho management have 
been challenged and are said to be incorrect and the sapie 
being not tenable. It is also said that the workmen are 
entitled for regularisation and their services and award 
bo passed accordingly. 

10 . On the basis of pleas and points taken by the con 
cerued workmen and the management the points to bo 
decided in these references is—(a) As to whether or not 
the concerned workmen are entitled fop regularisation of 
their services by the management; and (b) What relief/ 
reliefs are they entitled 7 

11. Both points are taken together for their consideration 
as these are interlinked. I further find that in support of 
their case altogether four witnesses have been examined by 
the workmen, they are WW-1 Ram Kishun Yadav, WW-2 
Sabadeo Gope, WW-3 K C Jha who was working as work¬ 
man in South Balihari Colliery in Pit Nos. 5 and 7 in the 
year 1982 and WW-4 Amarcndra Choudbary who has said 
that he knew all the 28 workmen who had worked between 
198(2 to 1987 in South Balihari Colliery in Pit Nos. 5 and 7 
and doing the sinking work and their work was being super¬ 
vised by the Mining Sirdar, Overman, A.C.M, and the 
Manager of the Colliery. They were also supplied cap lamp, 
helmet shoe etc, from the colliery store and similar sinking 
work was also going on in Putki Balihari Project in Pit 
Nos. 1 and 2 and Alargaria Project where sinking work was 
done by the employees of M/s. B.C.C. Ltd, and wages admis¬ 
sible to them is Grade IV to VI. He has claimed that the

concerned workmen have worked continuously during the 
aforesaid penaa and even alter stoppage of their work by 
the Cem India Ltd- they worked for 10 to 12 months doing 
drifting work in the Colliery by the management. In cross- 
examination he lias said that at that time lie was Electrician 
aild doing the work in Electrical and Mechanical cadre. He 
has admitted that comprcsser is kept at 100 metres away 
from the pik Competent persons are authorised by the 
Manager about the particular work of the workmen to be 
periormcd. He has no authorisation letter at present to show 
that he was supervising the work of the workmen. He was 
not aware of the fact that the management had awarded 
contract to the linn, Cent India Ltd. for doing sinking work 
in Pit Nos- 5 and 7, He was at present not looking after the 
case and he has denied that he has stated all the facts which 
are against the written statement tiled by the workmen and 
this is simply an attempt to till UP the lacuna in the written 
statement. WW-1 is one of the workman who has stated 
that pnoi to engagement they have gone under training given 
by the management ol M/s. BCCL and on completion of 
contract diey were given shaft sinking job m Pit Nos. 5 and 
7 of South! Balihari Colliery, lie has proved Office Ordor 
of sinking work in Alargaria side Ext. W-l and a settlement 
arrived at between the management and R.CM.S. for regu- 
lansation of the workmen Ext. W-2 and authorisation letter 
issued by the management Ext. W-3 senes and certificates 
showing ffiat the workmen had gone under training Ext. W-4 
scries. He has further proved letter ksued by the contractor 
marked Ext, W-5 senes, letter of autorisation Ext. W-6. 
Photo copy of identity Card is Ext. W-/ and two letters 
showing c,aiegory-l wages paid to them Exts. W-8 and W S/1 
and the letter demanding regularisation Ext. W-9. Circular 
of M/s. BCCL issued in the year 1987 has been marked 
Ext. W-iO and authorisation lettei of the management is 
Ext. W-ll and other training certificate marked Ext. W-12. 
In cioss-exammuion he has admitted that vide Ext. W-5 and 
W-5|i it was clear that they were appointed by the Cem 
India Ltd. He cud not know chat as per agreement the man¬ 
agement used to pay to the contractor for the job executed 
by them bffi they were paid Category-1 wages by the Cem 
India Ltu., contractor. H c bm aho said that after closing 
of sinking job they were engaged by the management of M/s. 
BOCL for drivage of incline shaft but no appointment letter 
was given. He has denied that they were workers of con^ 
tractor and the.r claim for regularisation was not justified. 
He has mso dcn.cd that the work ol workmen wa* supervised 
by the sUff of die contractor company. 

12. Statements of WW~2 and WW-3 is on the same line 
and they have tried to support thejr case pf the workmen. 
However, m cross-examination WW-2 has admitted that M/s. 
BCCL had given contract the sinking work to Cem India 
Ltd. and nus olio admitted that the workmen Basdeo Mahato 
and 26 oLfrer concerned workmen were employed by the Cem) 
India Ltd. who used to pay diem. He has further admitted 
that after the work wa$ over the aforesaid workmen were 
paid the r dues by the Cem India Ltd. He has further 
admitted that explosive requ.red for the sinking work was 
received by the Cem India Ltd. from the Magazine of Mis. 
BCCL but what price has been paid for the same he did 
not know. He has further admitted that S/Shri ChaUerjec, 
Tiwari and Sarkar, Mining Engineers employed by Cem India 
Ltd. used to supervise the work of the sinkers and the con¬ 
cerned workmen were allowed leave by the Cem India Ltd. 
and the contractor company used to take disciplinary action 
against them. He has also admitted that officials of the man¬ 
agement of M/s. BCCL used to see that the work was being 
done correctly. Similarly WW-3 has admitted that all type 
of payment to the concerned workmen was made by the Cem 
India Ltd. and retrenchment compensation and notice pay was 
paid by the Cem India Company. He has further admitted 
that M/s. B.C.C.L. used to deduct the cost of explosive 
supplied for sinking job from the bill of the Cem India 
Company and the concerned workmen were under the same 
Contractor and was under his control and the management 
of M/s. BCCL simply supervises their work. Engineers of 
Cem India Co. also attended the job and sopervise function 
and maintenance of machineries. He has further said that 
the concerned workmen were selected by Cem India Ltd. 

13. Similarly I find that two witnesses were examined by 
the management as MWfi Sudarshau Mandnl who is Dy. Chief 
Survey Officer of Putki-Balihari Colliery and MW-2J 
Ramavatar Verma who was Superintendent of Mines of 
futkl Balihari Project. They have categorically stated 


that sinking work at South Balihari Colliery in pit 
Noa. 5 and 7 was done by the Contractor Cem India 
Company who had employed his Mining Engineer and super¬ 
vising staff and entire contract work was done by the contrac¬ 
tor, Cem India Company. He used to visit the site of work 
to see that the work was being done a$ per specification He 
has further staled that the work of the concerned workmen 
was never supervised by any official of the management lather 
it was supervised by the official of the contractor’s firm. He 
could not say that the concerned workmen were provided 
training by the management. Evidence of MW-2 is on the 
same line and in cross-examination he has admitted that during 
the sinking woik was also being done in Alargaria Colliery 
departmentally and the sinkers were put in Category-I to VI 
in that CQlliery. He has further stated that the Manager 
of Cem India Ltd. used to issue authorisation to the workmen 
doing the sinking work and explosive was issued to the Con¬ 
tractor company from the Magazine of management on requi¬ 
sition given by them. He has also denied that the workmen 
was paid Category-I wages in violation of the rules. No 
other witnesses were examined in this case. 

14. Some documents have been filed on behalf of the 
workmen which have been noted earlier. Exts. W-ll and 
W-12 photo copy of appointment of competent persons (autho¬ 
risation and training certificate of the workmen concerned 
Sitaram Yadav). 

15. Some documents have been filed bv the management 
and Ext, M-l series are letters relating to Reference No. 139 
of 1990 and Reference No. 39 of 1991 whereas Ext. M-2to 
M-l6 arc documents relating to Reference No. 114 of 1990 
whereas Ext. M 2 is photo copy of contract and Exts. M-3 to 
M-l4 are photo copy of different letters issued on different 
dates by the management. Ext. M-l5 i* pay-sheets and Ext. 
M-l6 attendance sheets whereas Exts. M-l7 to M-22 are docu¬ 
ments relating to Reference No. 139 of 1990 and Reference 
No. 30 of 1991 which are photo copy of Office Order, notice, 
photo copy of agreement and letters. From these documents 
it has been tried to show by the management that the concern-, 
ed workmen were temporary workers of contractor, Cem 
India Company and they were selected and employed by the 
said contractor company for doing smiting work and they were 
paid wages by the said company and they were under control 
of the company and all benefits, gratuity, bonus, retrenchment 
compensation etc. were also raid by the concerned contractor 
company and the management has nothing to do with their 
employment and they were purely contractor's workers. On 
the other hand, the concerned workmen and the sponsorsing 
union have tried to show that some other workmen doing 
similar job in Putki-Ralthari colliery were regularised in 
service from decorated to time-rated working vide Ext. W-l 
and the present workmen were doing the same iob but they 
were discriminated. Similarly Fxt. W-2 was cony of Memo¬ 
randum reached between the management the representative 
of R.C.M S. and authorisation letter was also issued to the 
workmen and they were also given training from Bhagaband 
Training Centre under M/s. B.C.C, Ltd. for doing sinking work 
vide Ext. W'4 series. But the management has clearly .staled 
that the anpointment letters tiled by the workmen Exts. W 
and W-5fl show that these appointment letters were issued 
by Senior Engineer of Cem India Company which was .con¬ 
tractor company and not by the present management. It 
also stated on behalf of the sponsoring union that other Exts. 
W-6 to W-12 go to support their case that they were working 
under the management and authorisation letter and Identity 
Cards were issued to them by the management and they are 
entitled for regularisation of service and equal pay for equal 
work done by them. 

16. It has also been argued on behalf of the sponsoring 
union that the concerned workmen were actually employees 
of the management and their engagement through contractor 
Cem Ind : a Company was simply □ paper work and their atten¬ 
dances were marked on Form ‘C 7 of the management which 
they were asked to produce lief ore the Tribunal but the 
management did not produce the same. Similarly cap lamp 
and helmet were supplied to the workmen by the management 
and for that Cap Lamp Register was also called for but the 
management did not produce the same and adVcrse inference 
should be drawn against the same. Similarly it is submitted 
that as per evidence of MW-2 in adjacent AralgarH Colliery 
shaft sinking ux>rk was being done by regular employees of 
the management. Thus there was no question as to how in 
South/ Balihari Colliery in Pit Nos. 5 and 7 ought to have 
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been, done by the contract labour and the same should be 
said to be in temporary in nature, It is pointed out that 
it was never temporary in nature and it was permanent nature 
of job for which permanent employees were engaged by the 
management and Lorn Ext. W-l also it is clear that the 
employees of P.R. were regularised doing same shaft sinking 
work. As such it is submitted that the claim of the concerned 
workmen for their regal arts at ion is quite justified. 

17, It is further submitted that the Hon ble Supreme Coun 
has heid as reported in 1978 Lab. l.C. 1264 (Hussainbhaii 
Vs. The A lath factory Icznuali Union and others) that if a 
worker produces goods or services whien is used in the business 
of another, the other is m tact the employer and it controls 
the workers their subsistence, and continued employment and 
if for some reason intermediary contractor was engaged this 
can not exonerate of the consequence. As such intermediary 
contractor was simply paper ariangemcnt ard the real emp¬ 
loyer is tne management and not immediate contractor. Here 
also it is submitted in the instant case that the con tractor com¬ 
pany was simply an intermediary contractor but the real emp¬ 
loyer was the management of M[s. B.C.C. Ltd. as the goods 
and services produced by the concerned workmen was directly 
utilised in the coal production of the colliery ot the manage¬ 
ment. My attention has aisp been drawn to the authority 
as reported in 1987 Lab. l.C. 619 SC where it has been held 
by their Lordships that if in an industry or business Ihe nature 
of work is peremal and the workmen were working in the 
said work for whole time in suthcient number then the real 
employer is not intermediary contractor rather the real emp¬ 
loyer is one who carries the business, in the instant case 
also it is submitted that the real emp'oyer was the manage- 
man of M/s. iLC.(U Ltd. and not M/s. Ccm India Company, 
intermediary contractor as the nature of work was perennial 
and continuous for which regular employees were engaged 
in nearby Afargana colliery for damg, the same work. It 
is further submitted that in the similar nature of case in 
Reference No. 51778 and Reference No. 58/81 award was 
parsed by this very Tribunal allowing the demand of the 
workmen for legularisation of their service and the present 
case is on the same looting and the concerned .workmen are 
entitled for their regularisatk>n in service in view of the fact 
that they were actually workers the present management 
doing perennial nature of job for continuous period of five 
years and even after closure ot work by Cem India Company 
m May, 1987 they were engaged for about ton months or 
p. year by the management for excavation and other works 
in the colliery and in view of the matter also their claim 
for regulamation of service was quit© justified and award 
should by passed accordingly. But there is no account to subs¬ 
tantiate that they worked with the management of the stop¬ 
page of work by the employer's company. 

On the other hand, it has been submitted on behalf 
of the management that as per the case of the concerned 
workmen, they were retrenched from their work by the Cem 
India Company in the year 1988 and they were working 
(tom 1982. But it is clear that a dispute had been raised 
in the year 1990-91 which is clear from the present three 
references and this delay has not been explained and their 
cHtim is not maintainable in view of the decision of the Iion’ble 
Supreme Court as reported in the case of Shah Wallace and 
Company Ltd. Vs. State of Tamil Nadu 1988(1) LLJ. 177 and 
R. G&neshan Vs. Union of India 1993 Lab. I.C. 802. 

19. It is further submitted that it has come in the evidence 
of both the witnesses examined by the management and the 
workmen that the contractor was awarded for working at 
South Balihari Colliery in Pit Nos. 5 and 7 and contractor 
company, Cem India Ltd. had engaged experienced Engineers, 
supervisory staff and other contract workers and only super¬ 
vising part was being done by the management to sec that 
the work was. done as per specification. It has also came 
to the evidence that implement* were supplied by. the Cem 
lottifl Company and even explosives taken from the manage¬ 
ment for which cost was deducted from the bill of the con¬ 
tractor company, It has also come in the evidence of WW 1 
that on completion of contractual job the Cem India Com¬ 
pany stopped their work after paying retrenchment' comprn- 
Sfttiom and from-this fact it is dear that the contractual work 
was-being done by the Cem India Ltd. and the contract was 
granted by the management vifich is clear ’from Ext. Mt2. 
It it further submitted that the retrenchment compensation 


given by the contractor company was accented by the con- 
ccrned. workmen and there at ter the concerned workmen have 
got no case at all for their regularization of service with the 
management and also there was no relationship of master and 
servant, between the management and the concerned work¬ 
men, In support of this contention my attention has been 
drawn to the case of the management of Tractors afld barm 
Equipments Ltd. Vs. Labour Court reported m 1983 Lab. 
Lc. 4u where it was held that the employees of contractor 
being the workmen there was no relationship of master and 
servant between the management and the concerned workmen. 
It is iurther submitted that even supply ot sulcty implements 
try the management courd not make the concerned workmen 
employees of the management in view oL the decision of the 
non bie Supreme Court in the ckse of Silver lubilee laboring 
House Vs. Chief Inspector reported in 1974 Lab. I.C. 133 
(bC). it is also submitted that the work of tile concerned 
workmen lor 240/iy0 days in a calendar year cun not make 
ihcir ciunn genuine lor regular, sail on of service as leponed 
m Dean development Horticulture Employees Union \s. 
Delhi Administration, 1992 Lab. l.C. 854. It is also said 
Uui the management being publi: sector under taking has to 
loliow certain rules oi Lent rat Government tor lilting up posts 
through die Employment Exchange and for giving the reser¬ 
vation tor Scheduled Caste and .Scheduled Iribe and in fhc 
case oi New Delhi Mazdoor Union Vs. Scope 1992 Lab. 
Eg. 854, the Delhi High Court has held that appointment 
of such contractor s workers will amount to enter into service 
of principal employer by the back doop in contravention of 
Service Rules and breach ot provisions of employment to 
Scheduled CiwhCji Scheduled Trine candidates and even at the 
cost of stcuhng a march over others. It is also said that 
ip, case of Dmesh. S. Emma Vs,. Si ate of Gujarat, 1992(11) 
LLJ, 841 jt has been held that giving job to such persons 
like the concerned workmen will be aguinst the provisions 
of Articles 14, io and 19 of the Const-tution. It has also 
been held by the Elon’hle Supreme Court in Dinanath V*. 
National JEcrulizcr Lid. 1992 Lab. l.C. 75 where the principle 
has been laid down by their Lordships that the contract labour 
employee does not become the direct employees of the prin¬ 
cipal employer and that the Contract Labour (Regulation and 
Abolition) Act does not give any claim of such workers to 
claim regularisation from the employer. It is submitted that 
in the instant case the contract was given to Cap India Com¬ 
pany for thfihiy mechanised nature of work done by them 
and for that they employed casual workers and such tempo¬ 
rary job was performed by the intermediary contractor and 
contract workers. It could not be established that the con¬ 
tract agreement Ext. M-2 was not a genuine document and 
that nature of job was not temporary and after completion 
of work the concerned contractor gave retrenchment compem 
sation to the concerned workmen, which they accepted and 
m no way it can be said that the aforesaid contract agreement 
was a camouflage and simply a paper work, 1L is also 
submitted that if a demand was to be made by the concerned 
workmen it ought to have been made against the contracor, 
Cem India Ltd. and not against tl^e management of M)&. 
B.C.C. Ltd. as the concerned workmen were in no case emp 
foyees of the present management. 

20. It is further submitted that it has come in the evidence 
of WW-2 that S/Sri Chatterjee, Tiwajy and Sarkar, Mining 
Eogmeors were employed by Ccm India Ltd. and they were 
supervising the job of the concerned workmen. He has fur¬ 
ther admitted that- leave was sanctioned to the oonccwpcd 
workmen by the contactor company and disciplinary action 
was also taken by the contractor company. It is further 
submitted that the contractor Cem India Ltd. was specified 
contractor for carrying shaft sinking job and the concerned 
company terminated the services of the concerned workmen 
after completion of work and paid them retrenchment compen¬ 
sation and notice pay and all other dues as admitted by \VWfi 
and conditions of agreement was well in the provisions df 
Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) Act, 1970 and 
no contravention has been shown by the sponsoring Union 
of any clause of the agreement violating the provisions of 
Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) Act, 1970 and 
therefore the said contract was legal and v$id. It is further 
submitted that after coming into force of the Contract Labour 
(Regulation and Abolition) Act, 1970 it has been held by the 
Hon’ble Supreme Court reported in AIR 1985 SC. 409 in the 
case of BHEL Workers Association Vs. Union of India, that 
Labour Courts and Tribunals cannot pass any award prohibit* 
ing engagement of contractor in any process or directing thf 
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management to regularise the contract workers on its roll. It is 
Ibe Central Government or State Government which can issue 
notification under Section 10 of the Act and then only the 
Labour Court and Tribunal mny consider their claim for ab¬ 
sorption. It has also been held by the Iion'ble Supreme Court 
in the aforesaid authority of the year 1985 that it is the 
appropriate Government which can abolish contract system 
in any process carried on in any industry. It is also pointed 
out by the management that there is no prohibition of engage¬ 
ment of contract labour on the jeh of shaft sinking by issuing 
any notification under Section Id of the I.D. Act the question 
of regularisation of service of the concerned workmen did not 
arise at all. I find much force in this plea taken by the 
management. 

21. So far award given by this Tribunal in Reference No. 
51 of 1978 and Reference No. 58 of 1981 is concerned (photo 
copy of which has been filed on behalf of the workmen) 1 
find that in Reference No. 58 of 1981 award for regularization 
of service of the concerned workmen was given in view of 
the fact that the concerned workmen were stopped from 
work on their termination of job without giving retrenchment 
compensation ns provided under the Act, and Reference No. 
51 of 1978 award was passed in favour of the workmen on 
the plea that the concerned workmen were departmental wor¬ 
kers at the time when they were sent to Chasnala colliery 
and on their return from Chasnala when they wanted to re¬ 
sume original duty at Kusunda colliery they were not allow¬ 
ed to do the work and it was held that the concerned work¬ 
man was departmental workmen and award was passed ac¬ 
cordingly. However, in the instant case it is clear and even 
admitted by the witnesses of the workmen lhat the concerned 
workmen were employed by the Contractor, Cem India Ltd- 
who used to pay them wages and company's Engineers and 
supervisory staff used to supervise their work. leave was 
granted to them by the contractor company, disciplinary action 
was taken against them by the contractor company and 
even retrenchment compensation, bonus, and all other due* 
were cleared by the contractor company Cem India Company 
at the time of their retrenchment. As such after accepting 
the retrenchment compensation as provided under Section 
25-F of the I.D, Act the concerned workmen could not claim 


regularisation of their job with the management. Similarly 
in view of the specific evidence both oral and documentary 
it is clear that the concerned workmen were workers of the 
contractor, Cem India Company and they were doing tempo¬ 
rary job on the contract entered by the management and 
contractor company vide agreement Ext. M-2 which is quite 
genuine and it could not be proved to be a camouflage or 
paper work. They were not departmental workmen. The case 
of the present workmen is quite different from the case of 
the workmen as noted in Reference No. 51 of 1978 and Re¬ 
ference No. 58 of 1981 and it is on quite different footing* 

21. In view of the above discussion I find much force in 
the plea taken by the management that the concerned work¬ 
men were workers of the contractor, Cem India Company 
and the contract agreement was quite genuine and in accord¬ 
ance with law and no provision of Contract labour (Regu¬ 
lation & Abolition) Act was violated in any case nor there 
was any notification by the competent State Government de¬ 
barring use of contractor for currying shaft sinking work. 
As such the Tribunal cannot pass an award in favour of the 
workmen as held by the ITon’ble Supreme Court in the above 
noted reference (AIR 1985 SC 409). 

22. Accordingly, J find that the claim of the concerned 
workmen for regularisation of their service h; not justified 
and they are not entitled for regularisation as claimed. Both 
the points are decided accordingly. 

23. In the result, I hold that the demand of the concerned 
workmen mentioned in fhb schedule of Reference Nos. 114[90, 
139/90 and 30/91 for their regularisation in service of the 
management and South Balihari Colliery of M/s. B.C.C. Ltd. 
is not justified and the concerned workmen are not entitled 
to any relief/reliefs. 

In the circumstances of the case there will be no order 
ns to the cost.
